Melbourne, Australia, Sept. 
14, 


—(/P)— Australian veterans who 
fought the Germans al Tobruk and 
Ihc Japanese at Milne Bay agreed 
unanimously today lhal Ihe Japan- 
ese soldier is a wily fighling man 
more dangerous than any Hitler 
threw at them. 


"It was like fighting tigers down 


in that jungle and it was a ques- 
tion of kill or be killed," said one 
Aussie who got a bullet wound in 
the neck at Milne Bay, in south- 
eastern New Guinea. 


"There was no quarter given and 


no prisoners taken on either side." 


He was among the first wounded 


to arrive in Auslralia from t h e 
Milne Bay action which starlcd on 
August 26 when a Japanese convoy 
moved in a naval landing force un- 
der cover of darkness in a heavy 
rain. 


One Australian unit clashed with 


the invaders about 3 a.m. and by 
afternoon had driven the enemy 
more than a mile back toward their 
landing place. 


The Aussies encounlered a bag 


full of Japanese tricks, from fire- 
crackers to infiltration. 


This is the story one of 
the 


wounded told: 


"The Japanese noise tactics were 
alarming, to say the least, during 


blew trumpets and whistles and sel 
firecrackers to popping. 


"Many of the 'crackers appeared 


to be a kind of delayed action 
grenade which was lobbed behind 
the lines and caused a racket that 
gave the impression we were sur- 
rounded. 


"And how those babies could talk 
English!" 


"You'd be on patrol and a voice 


in Ihe clearest fashion would greet 
you with Hey Bill, is the corporal 
here?" 


"Some fo our boys fell for it. 


They lifted their heads and were 
shot to pieces. 


If a dozen of us were moving to- 


ward a single Jap he'd stand there 
and bc shot and he'd just as likely 
get one or two of us before he 
went down. 


"His parties working through the 


jungle sent one or two men for- 
ward to draw fire and be killed 
just to discover where our mach- 
ne guns and olher weapons were 
hidden. 


"If we fired a shol we'd be plas- 


tered by half a dozen tommy guns 
from poinl blank or even behind " 
One favorite Japanese trick, he 
added, was to play dead among

Claims British 
Landing at 
Tobruk Beaten 


Rome (From Italian Broadcast), 


Sept 14 — (/P)— Sea-borne 
British 


troops, supported by parachulisls, 
attempted a landing last night to 
pinch off the vital Axis supply port 
of Tobruk, some 300 miles west of 
the Egyptian battlefront, .but were 
beaten off by the German-Ilalian 
garrison, Ihe Ilalian high command 
announced today. 


The landing allempt, in which a 


force of British cruisers and de- 
stroyers participated, was preced- 
ed by a violent bombardment by 
a large number of RAF'planes, a 
communique said. 


Two of the British warships were 


reported hit by shell fire and one 
of the vessels was said to have 
sunk later. 


(The Berlin radio carried a simi- 


lar announcement, but there was 
no immediate confirmation of the 
reports from any Allied source, Ihe 
Brilish communique from . Cai^O 
menlioning only minor air and land 
aclivity on the Egyptian front yes- 
terday.) 


Tobruk, about 75 miles west of 


the Egyptian frontier, 
has been 


in Axis hands since June 22 and 
is an important supply port for 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel's ar- 
mies in Egypt. 


'The attempt was supported by 


six naval units, made up of cruisers 
and destroyers. Two of the enemy 
warships which were hit wer eset 
afire.

Army Deserter 
Admits Killing 
Two Women 


. San Maria, Calif., Sept. 14 — (/P) 
i7nY^id Description of how he 
killed two Wisconsin social workers 
as contained in a lengthy confes- 
sion authorities possessed today 
from Robert T. Bailey, 23-year-old 
Army deserter. 


Thomas Weldon, deputy district 
attorney, said Bailey admitted he 
finally shot Miss Neil Pictrangcli, 
30, and Dorothy Baun, 32, and left 
their nude bodies near a roadsdie 
outside Tomah, Wis., last Monday 
night, after they had 
befriended 
him by giving him a ride at Mad- 
ison. 


'After driving down the road, I 
made both these women get out of 
the car and lake off all Iheir cloth- 
ing," Bailey's confession lo Weldon 
slated. 


"At this time, they said 'Let's 
all the whole thing off,' and I said 
No, get going.' All they said was 
H wouldn't do me any good, and I 
told them to get going, and I fired 
at them. 


'The big one (Bailey said 
he 
didn t know their names) was a 
little ahead of the little one from 
me, and they both fell at the same 
time when I fired the first time. 
I stood off about five yards and I 
shot the bigger one in the back 
while she was standing there. 


"The little one was grunting and 
groaning.

New-York —The detecitve novel 
is enjoying a new surge of appro- 
val. Not that the mystery thriller 
has ever wanted for friends. Sco-

these 


books as relaxing, consigning them 
to the same imporlance as mum- 
blely-peg or doodling. Now a new 
group of intellectuals champions 
the hard boiled stories. They make 
no plea of relaxing over them, but 
insist the best of them deserve rat- 
ing as stimulating reading. Read- 
ing, 
not literature. 


The movies have encouraged this 


new enthusiasm. Alfred Hitchcock, 
first with "The Vanishing Lady" 
and later with "Suspicion," 
gave 


them a high importance on the 
screen. 
Regarding 
'Suspicion," 


Mr. Hitchcock took his life in his 
hands when he termpered that 
thriller to the demands of the Will 
Hays movie code. Taken from a 
first rate novel, Francis lies' "Be- 
fore the Fact," the story was much 
less blopd-thirsly when it appeared 
in the films. To many this was an 
outrage, and they expressed them- 
selves in strong terms. 
Others 
spoke their admiration for 
Mr. 


Hitchcock for his adroitness in us- 
ing the story's situations to build 
toward a happy ending. 


The intellectuals have a number 


of favorites. Philip McDonald, Mrs. 
Belloc Lowndes, Dorothy Sayers, 
and Eric Amblre are just a few 
among the Brilish writers who en- 
list the support of the high brow 
enthusiasts. Similarly, some of the 
more successful artisans — British 
and American — who repeatedly 
turn out best sellers have nothing 
but their scoren 
and 
contempt. 


They dismiss them with the phrase 
"job writers," which is the same 
as "corn" in the realm of music. 


Dashiell Hammett 
of 
course 


ranks high with this band. Ham- 
mett, they insist, is a first rate 
novelist in any field 
of 
fiction. 


They cite 'The Maltese 
Falcon" 


and "The Thin Man" as -enduring 
documents of our times. Their dis- 
please at bad imitators of Ham- 
mett — practitioners 
of 
strong 


language — is measureless. They 
have a dondness 
for 
Raymond 
handler, who, though 
of 
the 
"tough guy" school, has a style 
and humor of his own, which, while 
not alien to Hammetl's, yel is more 
derivative. Mabel Seeley, who sets 
his stories in Minnesota, is Another 
who has the support of this Qiscern- 
ing group.

Orders French 
to Assemble 
Labor Crews 


Vichy, Sept. 14 —(/P)— French cm 


ployers were ordered to stand by 
today to assemble crews of work- 
men—apparently for shipment to 
Germany—under a sweeping new 
compulsory labor, law which the 
Vichy government intimalcd it had 
decreed to avert the possibility of 
even more stringent action by the 
Germans. 


Subject to the law arc all able- 


bodied Frenchmen 
between 
the 
ages of 18 and 50 and unmarried 
French women between 21 and 35. 
Persons in these categories unable 
to prove they are engaged in work 
'useful 
to the country's needs" 
may be drafted "to effect all labor 
which the government will judge 
useful in the higher interests of 
the nation."

persons drafted for labor under the 
law may be sent, although full de- 
tails on how it would be applied 
were not published at once.

Infractions of the law are pun- 
ishable by prison sentences rang- 
ing up to five years and by fines 
up to 30,000 gold francs.

British, Soviet

ity through rifts in the light clouds 
was good and said they unloaded 
tnoir tons of explosives over the 
Weser river port by the light of 
raging fires whose red glow they 
could see for 100 miles on theii 
flight back to base.
